Since the report of May Ist, up to the date of my 
resignation as County Physician, there is nothing of im- 
portance to communicate. 

In the interim the health of the inmates was good 
and the sanitary condition of the institution was in the 
same condition as when I made my last report.

TO THE COMMISSIONERS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY: 


GENTLEMEN :—I respectfully submit this, my first, 
report as County Physician, for the term of seven 
months commencing Nov. 1 and ending May 31, 1891. 
Nearly all the inmates requiring attention were old and 
chronic cases. No epidemic has occurred at the Alms 
House or Asylum for the Insane, and no diseases which 
were due to any imperfect sanitary conditions existing 
at these institutions; but one case of typhoid fever has 
occurred since Nov. 1 and that was a young’ woman 
who was brought to the Alms House in a hopeless con- 
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dition, her death occurred Nov. 6th. The inmates have 
received every attention necessary for their health and 
comfort from those in charge, and every precaution tak- 
en to prevent any contagious or infectious disease. 

I would recommend that visitors to the Alms House 
and Asylum for the Insane be admitted on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays between the hours of 10 and 
11 o'clock A. M., and 3 to 40’clock P. M. 

There have been 12 deaths at the Alms House and 
four deaths at the Asylum for the Insane since Nov. 1. 
The date and cause will be seen by referring to the fol- 
lowing table. Only three cases of confinement have 
occurred.

The foot was amputated as the only possible chance of 
recovery. I was assisted in performing the amputation 
by Drs. Richmond of Dover and Downs. of Rochester. 
The patient died three days after the operation. 

Kind assistance has been rendered in the discharge of 
my duties by those having charge of the alms house 
and asylum, and by several of the inmates who have 
kindly cared for the sick as far asthey were able. J am 
very grateful to all those and especially to you as Com- 
missioners who have placed at my disposal everything 
to assist me in the discharge of my duties and for the 
comfort of those who have needed assistance.
